It has b e co m e no­ 
torious that the present, and previous 
city administrations of Madison have 
folowed the policy of tolerating a 
limited number of actixe gambling 
resorts, with some slight restrictions 
as to the admission of minors to par­ 
ticipation in the games. 
The movement for legislative ac­ 
tion on the matter, proposes to call 
upon the Madison common council to 
adopt and declare a permanent policy 
to the effect that on account of the 
4.500 youths of the state, sent to 
this city at the most impressionable 
age of their lives, it is deemed nec­ 
essary to provide them with the best 
possible moral atmosphere, and that 
therefore for the good of these stu­ 
dents gambling will not ho tolerated 
in any degree or of any kind whatso­ 
ever.
